DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Sulgect Matter 

1 . Claims 1 2-1 6 and 22-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The apparatus as 
disclosed in independent claims 12 and 25 is not disclosed nor deemed obvious in view of the 
prior art since the closest prior art teaches that there is a voltage across multiple thermistors that 
are compared to each other over time whereby the comparison is used to determine the liquid 
level while the present invention indicates that there is a change in voltage measured over a single 
thermistor over a period of time whereby die voltage change across the single thermistor indicates 
a change in liquid level.
